Vienna, October 14. It has been impofMible ta obtain, 
fince the Advice of the Retreat of the Pruffiins fom 
Theyn, any certain Account of the Route they have 
taken, or of the Meafures taken by Prince Charies with 
the whole Army. What feems to be moft confirmed, 
with reipect ro the firft, is, that the Prufliin Baggage 
is gone by Sobiefliw, which gives Room to beiicve, 
that bis Prutlian Majefty will return to Czaflaw (ind 
from thence towards Giatz) by the Way that Prince 
advanced after the Battle of Cziflaw, to Theyn. As to 
the fecond, it is thought poffibie, that the Prince may 
have paiied the Moldaw as on the tath, in Purivit of 
the Pruflians. It was impoffible 19 hove attacked them 
at Theyn, on Account of the Woods, Marthes, and Lakes. 
What teems moft immediately to have occafione’d the 
Retreat, was the Pofition of General Nadailj at Yuov 
Worichitz,, where he was in the Way to intercept their 
Convoys trom Pardubit2 to Tabor. The general Opt- 
nton is, that the King of Pruflia intended to reach Giatg, 
whither all that bas been picked up, cither by Foraging, 
Contribution, or Pillaging, has been carrying trom Time 
to Time. Five hundred Men deferted the Day he re- 
prfled the Moldaw, Thirry-two Villages in particular, 
belonging to Printe Schwartzenburg, were ranficked 5 
and by che Pillaging of the empty Houles at Prague, 
every Thing there feems prepsring for ao Fvacyatiog, 
tho’ 1000 Men are faid to be {ti!! left at Budeweis, and 
another Body of Pruflians ac Wittengau. Updo the 
whole, it is thought that the Pruffi ns will have more 
Diftrefics, of all Kinds, to undergo in this long Retreat, 
than they could have fuffered by the Lofs of a Bart c. 

Leipjick, OFober 19. We have Advices from Piifen, 
of the tsth Inftsat, that Prince Charles his acquainced 
the Duke of Werflentelds, that the Pruflians were conti- 
nuing their March to Nemifchl near Borotin, the next 
Poft-Stage from Tabor, in the Road towards Pravue, 
having entirely abandoned Theyn, and repalled the Mol- 
daw: That Prince Chagles intended to pafs the Gid Rivog 
the next Day, in order to follow the Prufian Army ; 
That the Saxon Aux haries dirc€ted thes March the fime 
Way, intending to be at Boritich en the 14th, ar Ref- 
mital the 17th, and at Miin the 18th of this Monty. 
The Keng of Pruffia’s Views, in this Retreat, are not 
known; nor whethe; Se has sbandoned hs Pots at Ta- 
bor and Budeweis, or left them gorriioned.
